1. SUMMARY. IN SPITE OF GROWING DOMESTIC TENSION, BEIRUT PRESS 
OF MAY 21 DEVOTES SIGNIFICANT COMMENT TO U.S. MIDEAST DIPLOMACY. 
PRO-SOVIET AND PRO-EGYPTIAN "ASH-SHA'B", COMMENTING ON SECRETARY 
KISSINGER S REAFFIRMATION DURING VIENNA MEETINGS WITH GROMYKO, OF 
AMERICAN WILL AND ABILITY TO DEFEND ITS FRIENDS, URGES PRESIDENT 
FORD NOT TO COME TO SALZBURG WITH INDOCHINA COMPLEX. LEADING PRO 
EGYPTIAN "AL-ANWAR" AND PRO-SOVIET LEBANESE COMMUNIST PARTY ORGAN 
"AN-NIDA" STRONGLY CRITICIZE SECRETARY SCHLESINGER'S STATEMENTS ON 
MIDEAST. LEADING INDEPENDENT "AN-NAHAR", COMMENTING ON RECENT

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2. COLUMNIST MUHAMMAD NAQQASH WRITES IN PRO-SOVIET AND PRO- 
EGYPTIAN "ASH-SHA'B": "REPORTS FROM VIENNA INDICATE THAT MR. 

KISSINGER TOLD MR. GROMYKO THAT AMERICA'S STRENGTH HAD NOT BEEN 
AFFECTED BY WHAT HAD OCCURRED IN INDOCHINA AND THAT IT WAS STILL 
ABLE TO PROTECT ITS FRIENDS AND ALLIES'.... NO ONE, PARTICULARLY 
SOVIET FONMIN, BELIEVES THAT STATE AS STRONG AS AMERICA HAS BEEN 
WEAKENED MILITARILY AS RESULT OF WHAT HAPPENED TO IT IN INDOCHINA. 
ENTIRE WORLD KNOWS THAT U.S. DEFEAT THERE WAS POLITICAL MORE THAN 
ANYTHING ELSE.... OUR GREATEST FEAR IS THAT AMERICA MAY HAVE GOTTEN 
A COMPLEX AS RESULT OF ITS DEFEAT IN INDOCHINA AND IS NOW SEEKING 
WAR... TO PROVE TO ITSELF AND OTHERS THAT IT IS STILL STRONG. WE 
HOPE PRESIDENT FORD DOES NOT COME TO SALZBURG WITH INDOCHINA 
COMPLEX AND DOES NOT CONFUSE MIDEAST SITUATION WITH SOUTHEAST 
ASIAN SITUATION." 

3. COLUMNIST ELIAS BADAWI WRITES IN LEADING PRO-EGYPTIAN "AL-ANWAR"; 
"SCHLESINGER'S ... WARNING MAY BE JUSTIFIED IN HOT SPOTS" WHERE 
THERE ARE SERIOUS CHALLENGES TO WHAT AMERICA CONSIDERS ITS REAL 
INTERESTS. HOWEVER, SITUATION THAT LATEST STATEMENTS OF AMERICAN 
SECRETARY OF DEFENSE HAVE PAINTED WITH REGARD TO MIDEAST COMPLETELY 
CONTRADICTS LESSONS AND PRINCIPLES ON BASIS OF WHICH, ONE ASSUMES, 
WASHINGTON UNDERTOOK REASSESSMENT OF ITS FOREIGN POLICY.

TRATION TO PERSIST IN POLICY THAT SCHLESINGER IS ENUNCIATING, FOR 

IT IS PRECISELY THAT POLICY WHICH BROUGHT ALL THESE DEFEATS, 

INDOCHINA BEING MOST RECENT. UPON AMERICA." 

4. COLUMNIST FU'AD KAHIL WRITES IN FRONT-PAGE EDITORIAL IN PRO- 
SOVIET LEBANESE COMMUNIST PARTY ORGAN "AN-NIDA": "NEW AMERICAN 
STATEMENT ... BY SCHLESINGER CONFIRMS TO ANYONE WITH TWO EARS IN 
ARAB WORLD THAT AMERICA'S POLICY REMAINS AS IT WAS, WITHOUT CHANGE 
OR REASSESSMENT.... STATEMENT ... IS SIGNIFICANT BECAUSE IT WAS 
ISSUED JUST BEFORE SALZBURG MEETING... IT CONFIRMS TRUTH OF WHAT 
SINCERE ARABS HAVE BEEN WARNING AGAINST - THAT ANY RETREAT BEFORE 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISM CAUSES IT TO TAKE NEW STEPS IN SEARCH OF 
MORE RETREATS.... AMERICA IS TODAY PROFITING FROM RETREATS IN

INTERESTS ARE IN MIDEAST."
